CHAIN connects many tenant activist groups and 
more than 200 senior, consumer, student and labor 
organizations, including the California State 
Students Association which lobbies on behalf of 
Caiifornia State University and College students 

in hiS position as lobbyist, Hopcraft has most 
recently helped four pro - tenant bills pass into law 
an increase in renters credit, new protection against 
retaliatory eviction. construction loans tor low and 
middie income housing, and the closure of ‘stock 
coops loopholes allowing the circumvention of 
condo - conversion regulatory laws in effect in some 
cites 

Hopcraft prepares research to convince 
legisiaisve staffs to ‘go for more pro - tenant ideas 
in the drafting of their housing bills 

Most of the iobbying is done by CHAIN coniacts 
in the legislative districts, said Hopcraft. The con 
tacts get tenants to write or call their assembiymen 
or senators, persuading them to decide in the best 
interest of tenants

The agencies that determine how much radiation 
humans may be exposed to as a result of the 
operation of the nuclear industry realized from the 
beginning thai ‘e operation of nuciear power piants 
would be paid for partly by increased cancer and 
genetic defects Many members of the nuclear es 
tablishment would iike the public to believe 
judging from my experience some J 
engineers don't know any better — that the damac 
done by exposure to currently acceptabie limits 
radiation exposure is negligible. The international 
Commission on Radiological Protection, which first 
recommended the currently acceptabie limits to 
radiation exposure, made no such claim. The iCRP 
plainiy stated that it was striking a compromise 
between the harmful effects expected and the need 
as the iCRP saw it, to develop nuclear energy 

Quoting from the official recommendations 
ICRP which resulted in the establishment 
radiation exposure limits, the ICRP felt that

The United States is at peace The armed forces 
are up to their authorized strength, with more than 
two miliion men and women on active duty The Pen 
tagon claims to be fuily satisfied with the military s 
fighting ability So why is Congress trying to 
reinstate the draft® 

The phones no longer ring at the Selective Ser 
vice System the way they used to it has been over 
six years since the last man was drafted into the 
Army and more than three years since the regis 
tration requirement for 18-year-olds was dropped 
Stripped of its functions, manpower and most if its 
budget, Selective Service has been relegated to that 
bureaucratic limbo known as deep standby status 

However, moves are afoot on Capitol Hili to revive 
the silumber.ng giant. Legisiation has been 
proposed to attach the electrodes, Congress must 
now decide whether to jolt the creature back to life 

The Congress now has before it. in one stage 
another, no fewer than eight proposals to begi 
registering or drafting young Americans. For the 
moment, the most serious measures are those that 
simply begin the registration process again, since 
this is the less controversial! step toward restoring 
the draft itself which they hope to accor

HR 4040 is actually a broad military procurement 
bill in the House, but carries an amendment that 
would require the President to begin registering 
young men who turn 18 in January of 1981. Op- 
ponents of the draft believe it is political cowardice 
to put off the date when young men would have to be 
registered until after next year’s election. The House 
defeated HR 4040 September 12 

Sam Nunn (D - Georgia) is sponsoring S109, the 
Senate version of the HR 4040 amendment with the 
foliowing differences: it is a bill and harder to killin 
Congress than an amendment, it requires regis- 
begin in January of 1980, and it would 
register ali men then 18 - 26 years o/d, not just men 
turning 18 Earlier this summer when the Senate was 
about to move on this bill, a threatened filibuster by 
ens.

opponents of conscription will alrnost 
ly try to ame nto a unisex draft. Their ob- 
f course, wouid to win the votes of 
Congressmen who think America’s sons should be 
registered for Selective Service but are appalled by 
the prospect of their daughters in uniform. Thus, the 
crucial factor in reviving the draft might be nothing
